Drawings

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by DiFusco (6652305). DiFusco shows in Figs. 5 and 6 an Edison based 
light bulb with a spring biased breaking tube which allows one to connect 
the spirally dented Edison based light bulb to a push on and off electric 
lamp socket.
